flour, not a desire for larger prollt, I0 
declared by the bakers to be thu cuuse 
of the increase In the price ot bread 
from eight to 10 cents, wholesale, and 
from 10 to 12 cents, retail. 


"Flour of the quality required for 


making the bust bread that cost $3 90 
a barrel in July 1914, before the World 
W«r 
began, and $7.35 a fow weeks 


ago," said a representative of tho Fay- 
•tte Baking Company this morning, 
"now costs ""0.35, an increase o£ (12 a 
barrel, or 27 per cent within a few 
weeks. 


"Labor, which next to Uour is the 


largest Item of expense, is corre- 
spondingly higher now than before .the 
war. 
Ovenmen who made $18 to ?2S 


in 1914 now mako ?SO to TOO a. woek. 
Not a single item of expense, or a 
•ingle 
ingredient except sugar, of 


which very little Is used, Is back to n 
pre-war basis, and only very few have 
been 
reduced 
much below the war- 


time lev-el. 


"In 1914 we were giving dealers 23 


ounces of bread for eight cents. To- 
day we arc giving them 22 ounces for 
10 cents, which means that we are 
receiving 15 per cent loss tor our 
product than we were before the war. 


"Wltfo the existing schedule of pro- 


ducing costs bnkers simply 
cannot 


make « fair profit on bread sold at 
eight cents wholesale. 
The bilkers 


who are selling at less plainly do not 
know their own cost ot manufacture. 


"Cheap flours and unskilled labor 


might be employed and the cost of 


making bread reduced, but tho bak- 
ers who would adopt suclt a policy 
would soon llnd themselveit 
without 


customers. Tbe broad baked In mod- 
ern bakeries mtibt bo kept up lo t tan- 
durd which requires the liust mater- 
ials that money can buy anil the most 
skilled bakers thai can bo employed. 
If otherwise, iho people will not buy 
the picduct and the establishment will 
be forced to (lull business. 


"I ara not prepared lo say whi tber 


the proOt of two cenla a loaf \> hlch 
retailers receive Is too much, because- 
1 have no means of knowing 
what 


their overhead costs »io. I know that 
two cents on eight-cent bread gUes a. 
better return on the retailer's In.ost- 
mcnt than two cents on 10-oont b"oact. 
The former is n profit of 23 pel uenl, 
the latter of only 20 per cent 01 the 
capital invested. To what extent fre- 
quency with, which this capital is turn- 
ed over by tho rotailer figures in his 
cnlculallon ot profll 1 am not prepared 
to say

"Bakers, as a whole, I believe, have 


and are paring ^the co&ts oC maniifac- j 
tore wherever and at closely as they 
possibly can and stay Iu business. 
They are aware of the \ery inslucnt 
demand for lowor prices for a^ery- 
thing entering into Uic lost of i ving 
and U Is their policy to contribute a l l , 
they can to the reacijustrnunt now In i 
progress, but when (lour, which r-prc-, 
sents 40 l>«r ''ont or more ot the ^°3t 
ot making bread, Jumps 28 or Ilk- per 
cent, Ihcy have no alternative hut. to 
advance the price of their produt t."

workman wHhin the working day, or 
any other given time. 


"2. There I* to IMS no limitation up- 


on the right of th« employer to pur-

whenever and from whomever he may 
choose, whether those materials be 
union mad« or otherwise. 


"3. There is to be no favoritism 


shown by organized labor 
towards 


employers or trade associations 
or 


contractors' associations, and no ilis- 
crlmlnatlons arc to be Indulged m 
against the Independent 
employer 


who may not be a member ot Buch an 
association, 


"•(. Tie labor orintnlzation Is not 


to be-used, or permit itself to be ntiod; 
•by material men or contractors or 
nub-contractor* as »a instrument for 
tb/e collection of debts or enforcement 
of the payment of alleged claims." 


Discussing the effect of the decree 


upon the building situation through- 
out th« country, M-. Daugherty de- 
clared it freed employers from "the 
shackle**" thrown around 
them 
by 


"these numerous Illegal restrictions." 
rt recognized "all the lawful alms or 
objects of "lafcor unionism" and final- 
ly, "and the most important, it gives 
the public a chance." There is noth- 
ing' In tlie decree, )ie asserted, pro- 
hibiting the regulation of the hours 
or conditions of labor by the unions. 


"It docs, however," he said, "un- 


qualifiedly forbid any concerted ef- 
fort at curtailment of production by 
any such limitations upon the pro- 
ductile capacity ot the individual. In 
a word It eliminates the penalizing: of 
ability and the discouragement oE ef- 
ficiency."
